The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art, Ciribolla, teaches a reaction of methionine hydroxyl 
analogue (MHA) with the carbonate of a bivalent metal in the present of water (abstract; 
and page 6). Ciribolla, however, does not teach a reaction in which there is a direct 
reaction between an oxide of the bivalent metal and the MHA without the present of the 
carbonate. The Declaration filed 10/17/07 shows unexpected results from the direct 
reaction between the metal oxide and MHA includes higher reaction rate, does not 
facilitate disagreeable species, does not cause spattering, and no formation of foam 
thus, facilitates higher yield. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
